Anatcle Lionnet promised to sing it 


the nest evening and did so. He then 
spoke to the publisher about it, but the 
same objection was made. "Yes, it is 
charming, no doubfc," said the publisher, 
"but it will not sell. However, if M. 
Lionnet -will undertake to sing it for a 
few nights I will consent to publish it 
and give Gounod 100 francs for it." 
Gounod joyfully accepted the modest 
sum; it \vtis the first he had earned.—

A Mexican dollar has more silver in 


it than has a dollar of United States 
money, and yet, even in Mexico, United 
States silver dollars command a prem- 
ium over Mexican dollars. This fact 
has been frequently urged as an argu- 
ment against free coinage, for the al- 
leged reason that it shows that the sil- 
ver currency of the United States 
derives its value from being inter- 
changeable with gold, while Mexican 
money depends for its value upon the 
commercial price of the silver bullion 
of which it is composed. 


The specious conclusion drawn may 


be fairly stated as follows: In nations 
having a bimetallic currency the silver 
money gets its value from being inter- 
changeable with gold, while in others 
whose currency basis is silver the silver 
money circulates only at its bullion 
value. Is this proposition true? While 
in Mexico our silver money is at a 
premium over Me. v "i money, in India 
silver rupees, weigL- Tor weight with 
oar silver dollar, are worth six and a 
fourth cents more. AuJ yet India is 
on a silver basis. There is manifestly 
a contradiction of the theory here. 


In order to ascertain the relative 


value of the currency of two nations 
the purchasing power of the money of 
each must be compared with the com- 
modities which are interchanged be- 
tween them. There is no international 
money; nor is there any international 
medium of exchange except commodi- 
ties. The value of a foreign gold piece 
in a country is its bullion value as a 
commodity, and bears no essential 
relation to the value bourne by it in 
the country in which it is alegal tender, 
unless it can be easily returned to that 
country in exchange for commodities. 
It is this fact that makes American 
money more valuable in Mexico than 
their own coins. If Mexico, howe ver 
was a country at the antipodes and 
there was little or no international 
trdde with us it would be absurb to 
think that an American dollar would be 
as valuable iu that country as a coin of 
its own legal tender money. Mexico, 
however, being so intimately associated 
iu business relations with the United 
States, our national dollar has kept its 
American legal tender value there 
because it is easily interchangeable 
back to this country for our exports, 
and will buy more of such than the 
Mexican dollar. 


It can readily bo seen that if there 


was any considerable yaautity of 
American money in Mexico, and there 
is, in the international trade between 
the two countries there would be cre- 
ated a demand for it; more especially 
as it will buy more of American goods 
th-iu Mexican money, and it would 
thus tako a premium over the currency 
of that coautry accordingly. 


If^there was any quantity of Chinese 


money, for example, in this country, 
it not being a legal tender here, it would 
take a value relative to the amount of 
tea it would exchange for when sent to 
China, and independent of the commer- 
cial value of the metal out of which it 
might be made. But if it was not con- 
sidered at all with regard to interna- 
tional trade it would possess only its 
bullion value. 


The question arises, why is the rela- 


tive value of a silver dollar, as com- 
pared to commodities, greater in the 
United States than a dollar of the same 
size in Mexico? The answer is not 
difficult, and yet many fail to grasp it. 
The value of a dollar, or of a legal 
tender unit of exchange, is the ratio 
between the whole number of such 
units in circulation and the whole de- 
mand made upon money in that coun- 
try. Unless there be exactly the same 
relative quantity of money in cirexila- 
tion in any two given countries as com- 
pared to the demand made upon money 
in each, there will be observed a differ- 
ence in their relative values ns com- 
pared to the commodities v> aioh are 
interchanged.

IE. all, about 500 or 600 extra men 


hare found employment in this way. 
This relieves the situation to some ex- 
tent, although it leaves the bulk of the 
distress untouched. The great diffl 
culty is the lack of money, and of legal 
authority to raise more. That is some- 
thing that is always felt at such a crisis 
as this. If our governments, national, 
State and local, had power to adopt 
radical instead of palliative measures 
of relief in times of distress all suffer- 
ing could be prevented, not only with- 
out loss to the community, but with a 
substantial and permanent gain.

RELIEF FOR THE DISTRESSED. 


Funds Being Raised lit Ciilcago for the 


Hungry. 


CHICAGO, December 13.—The official 


machinery for relieving the destitution 
here has at last been set in motion. 
Alderman Madden, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the City Council, 
is designated by Mayor Swift to repre- 
sent the city in the efforts to raise 
funds. 


This morning Chairman Madden sent 


letters to each of the churches of the 
city, all church societies, all public 
bodies, such as the County Board, the 
Park Board, relief associations and 
other assemblages of like character, 
asking that between now and next 
Monday they collect all the money 
they can and make arrangements for 
continuing collections throughout the 
winter. He also requested that they 
each appoint one delegate 'to attend a 
mass meeting of all these assemblages 
next Monday afternoon, prepared to 
turn over to the Treasurer of the com- 
mittee, who will be the City Controller, 
all money collected, and to give to the 
other delegates their ideas and plans 
for other collections. 


It is believed that the amount of 


money so collected will aggregate al 
least $500,000, and that among all the 
plans that will be suggested for the col- 
lection of money some one will be 
found to meet the emergency. 


In the meantime Mr. Madden and his 


committee will discuss from every 
standpoint the question of distribution 
or relief so that they may be able al 
;he mass meeting to inform the dele- 
gates just what it is intended to do 
with the money they will send in. In 
the interim between now and this greal 
mass meeting, Mr. Madden thinks that 
enough money will be forthcoming to 
care for the immediate needs of the 
sufferers. 


The delegates to the American Fed- 


eration of Labor now in session here 
were to be banqueted by the city and 


1,000 was appropriated for the purpose, 
sut so widespread is the suffering that 
;he delegates will decline the expensive 
entertainment and ask that the money 
se expended to relieve the distress. 
Various plans to get funds for the poor 
are under way.

Subscription papers are being 
circulated among the various business 
establishments asking those who are 
employed to subscribe a small sum 
weekly toward the general relief fund. 
STo more than ten cents or a quarter of 
a dollar a week is expected from each 
subscriber. One man in each estab- 
ishment is delegated to look after the 
subscriptions. 
A considerable sum 


will certainly be realized in this way.

It was a curious fact and much 
commented on that a firm, Messrs. Breit- 
meyer & Bernheimer, had just contracted 
with the company to take over all its 
finds for one month at a certain price, 
and the very first find on their contract 
was the Excelsior. 
Extraordinary precautions were taken 


in transporting it to the coach. A troop- 
of the Sixteenth lancers escorted it to 
Cape Town, where it was transferred to 
the gunboat Antelope, and is now de- 
posited in the Bank of England. The 
British government has offered £500,000 
for it, which has been declined.

SWEET PROSPERITY. 


Where 1,OOO,OOO Founds of Sugar Is Made 


Per -Week and 15 very body In Happy. 
A Napoleonville correspondent of the 


New Orleans Times-Democrat writes as 
follows: 
The weather ia all that could be de- 


sired, and cane cutting and grinding are 
further advanced than have ever been 
known. The yield is excellent and the 
extraction far above anything on record. 
Mr. L. Godchaux's Elm Hall refinery 
barreled up 1,000,000 pounds of sugar 
the past week, the production of seven 
days' grinding. About 000 tons of cane 
per day passes through the reliefs, 40,- 
000 pounds of granulated sugar falls 
from the vacuum pans every six hours, 
and under the skillful management of 
Mr. Eddie Qodchaux there is no letup in 
this vast aggregation of machinery, not 
for a minute. With 500 men under his 
axipervision not one hesitates, but all 
know their duty and do it by some kind 
of instinct, as it were. 
During the day 100 wagons feed the 


maw of this monster mill with cane, and 
at night 500 cars are pulled in with 
1,000 


tons of cauo to appease the ever crying 
call for more cane. About eight miles 
of railway are required to handle this 
vast crop. A Baldwin locomotive will 
take the place of mule propulsion in a 
few days. Yet with all this immense 
acreage and all this cane to handle the 
Indomitable enterprise of the manager 
has led to the incorporation of about 300 
acres more new land, and even now can 
be heard the terrific blasts of dynamite 
operating with fatal effects on the 
stumps that block the progress of the 
plow. 
If any one were to mention the fact 
that this country was now in the throes 
of a great financial panic—that is, in this 
section—ho would he sent to an asylum 
for safe keeping. Times were never bet- 
ter, and alt«gether prosperity is on top, 
and everybody is happv. 


ETectric Deposition of Copper. 


According to the opinion of so good 


on authority as Th" TVgineering News, 
the recent disc'-v 
:uade relative to 


the electric 
il< ;>• ,-.->on pf copper and 


other metal., pxuuiisesto be of great im- 
portance, xor, while heretofore such 
processes have been carried on by im- 
mersing the metal intended to receive 
the deposit in an aqueous solution of a 
salt of the metal to be deposited, the 
new method makes effective use of in- 
soluble salts of the various metals, these 
being simply reduced to a fine powder 
and mechanically mixed with water. 
The mixture is applied to the surface 
of the inetals by means of a brush, to 
the handle of which is attached the 
electric conducting wire, so that the de- 
positing operation resembles the ordi- 
nary application of a coat of paint. 
Not only pure metals, but all sorts of 
alloys, it is represented, are affixed as 
coatings to other metals, with the ut- 
most facility, by this means. Thus the 
hull of an iron ship, for example, may 
be spread over with a tough, adherent 
and impervious surface of metallic cop- 
per of any desired thickness, and exper- 
iments have been made which indicate 
that this plan may be successfully car- 
ried out in the plating of aluminium 
with silver or gold—a decider a torn 
which has long been sought for, but in 
vain.
